Next Tuesday the men and 
women of Narberth will drop_ in 
at their neighborhood polling 
places for the purpose of selecting 
some new cogs for the machinery 
of government. 

According to the county fig- 
ures, there are 1056 women eli- 
gible to vote, and but 953 men. 
Of the total, 2009 have declared 
their affiliation with the Republi- 
can party and 329 with the Demo- 
cratic. The second district leads 
in the number of voters. 

The task facing the voters 
Tuesday is the selection of a Bur- 
gess, four Councilmen, two mem- 
bers of the School Board, an Au- 
ditor, a Justice of the Peace and 
sundry election officials. 

Three candidates are without 
opposition. Henry A. Frye is the 
only Republican aspirant for Bur- 
gess, and has no Democratic op- 
ponent in sight. The same ap- 
plies to Howard C. Fritsch for 
Justice of the Peace. F. Richard 
Gifford has a through ticket on 
both sides for Auditor. 

There are contests for all the 
other offices. Mrs. Abbie W. 
Nickerson, Edwin P. Dold and 
William J. Kirkpatrick are out for 
Tax Collector on both tickets. 
Political wiseacres believe that 
the split in the men's vote will 
nearly insure Mrs. Nickerson's 
nomination. 

There are four vacancies in 
Council, and only one of the ex- 
piring members is in the ring for 
a return passage. Daniel Leitch, 
member of the present body, is 
assured of re-election. It is also 
felt that the candidacy of Robert 



Fellows Wood, of Forrest avenue, 
will be successful. Mr. Wood's 
work in behalf of street paving 
has brought his name forward 
prominently for many months. 

Prognostications are not so 
easy for the other two vacancies. 
There are five other candidates, 
each with a following. These 
are John R. Hall, of Sabine ave- 
nue ; A. E. Wohlert, of Narbrook 
Park ; Clarence Kaeber, of Chest- 
nut avenue; A. Jules Betus, of 
Merion avenue, and H. L. Woehl- 
ing, of Woodside avenue: 

Of the two expiring members 
of the School Board, one seeks 
re-election. He is Jesse S. Harris, 
of Merion avenue. A former 
member of the board, Hervey C. 
Keim, of Dudley avenue, is a can- 
didate, and two new names are 
presented: Mrs. F. T. Van Auken. 
of Chestnut avenue, and Dr. 
Walter Steckbeck, of Wayne ave- 
nue. As is the case in the Tax 
Collector contest, the women's 
vote will probably line up behind 
Mrs. Van Auken, making her 
nomination almost a certainty, 
while the other vacancy is any- 
body's fight. 

It is safe to say, however, that 
this primary election finds less 
factional and personal bitterness 
than any contest in recent years. 
There has arisen in the Borough 
a profound respect for the respon- 
sibilities and work involved in 
public office and candidates are 
in the field from a desire to serve, 
rather than from the urge to "get" 
somebody.

to Supreme Court 



Many transfers of land in what 
is now Montgomery county took 
place following the retirement of 
the British from the vicinity of 
Philadelphia. British sympathiz- 
ers, or "Tories" as they were 
known, were penalized for their 
allegiance to the cause of the king 
by the victorious Revolutionists. 
Many were arrested, and some 
were consequently hanged. The 
property of others were confis- 
cated and sold. 

Vigorous efforts were made to- 
hunt down all who had actively 
espoused the cause of the enemy 
during the time of the Pennsyl- 
vania campaign. Their real estate 
and personal belongings were 
seized and sold, and some who 



had been well-to-do became im- 
poverished. 

One of the most interesting of 
these was the case of John Rob- 
erts, of Lower Merion, one of the 
founders of the present Roberts 
family which has large holdings 
now in various parts of the town- 
ship, especially in the district near 
Bala, Cynwyd and Narberth. 

John Roberts owned more than 
600 acres of land in Lower Mer- 
ion, with numerous houses and 
several mills. These estates, as 
well as all his household equip- 
ment, were seized. The widow 
and children appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, claiming parts of 
the property in their own name,

This in itself has 
been a big accomplishment, and 
critics from Philadelphia have 
been unanimous in their praise of 
the rendition of these works, no 
small task for an amateur orches- 
tra. 

The aim of the Main Line Or- 
chestra Association has always 
been to have the orchestra for the 
people of the Main Line. Its pol- 
icy has been to choose exceptional 
talent for soloists at the concerts, 
these musicians to be residents of 
the Main Line. .The Association 
has always adhered to this policy, 



and in doing this has not only 
given the public an opportunity 
of hearing exceptional talent, but 
has also given these musicians the 
most unusual chance of an or- 
chestral accompaniment to their 
solos. It is all too seldom the 
worthy artist has this chance. 

There are vacancies for string 
players. There are many ama- 
teur violinists along the Main 
Line who should be prevailed 
upon to join the orchestra. The 
rehearsals are for two hours one 
evening each week. 

The Main Line Orchestra As- 
sociation needs more subscribers 
for the continued support of the 
organization ; anyone may sub- 
scribe for a year.

WILLOW ROOTS 

The offending willow trees 
on* Conway avenue, whose 
roots blocked the sewer along 
that street, have been cut down, 
but the matter of destroying 
the roots was a problem until 
A. E. Wohlert, Narberth 
nurseryman, made this sugges- 
tion, which is passed on: 

It is suggested that after the 
sewers are cleaned and the 
willows removed, each house- 
holder, at about 10 or 12 
o'clock at night should pour a 
quart of creosote into his 
sewer system to kill the roots. 

To keep the stumps from 
surviving, a hole should be 
. bored in, and a quantity of 
creosote poured in. This, Mr. 
Wohlert believes, will kill the 
stump and roots completely.

Your Pets 

and Mine

The editor of the Chambers- 
burg Public Spirit is probably a 
tall, genial, big-hearted man ; re- 
spected by his fellow-citizens and 
kind to his family. 

But we can picture him only as 
a flat-chested, grouchy individual 
who owns a flivver — one of those 
persons who spends all of Satur- 
day and half of Sunday polishing 
his car, and then waddles along in 
the middle of the highways on a 
Sunday afternoon at 10 miles an 
hour. 

He cannot be otherwise, for, 
under the title "Hop-hikers" he 
wrote, or permitted to be pub- 
lished, the following editorial in 
his paper recently: 

If in a 10-minute walk downtown 
one were hailed by seven sets of bums 
and asked for 35 or 50 cents, and if 
one were snorted at or openly cursed 
when one refused the asked for alms, 
one would likely call the police. And 
one would be justified. 

And yet one afternoon last week, 
in a 10-minute ride on the Lincoln 
Highway, between Chambersburg and 
the three-mile post, we were impor- 
tuned by seven different groups of 
roads bums. All asked for a lift, and 
three of them got ugly about it, when 
we paid no attention to the waving 
arms and pointing fingers. We didn't 
call the police, for we know that thus 
far the police have no program that 
covers this rapidly increasing problem. 
The State Motor Federation re- 
cently, in sounding a warning of the 
danger of taking up these road bums, 
called them hop-hikers. That is a 
good make-up of a word. The bums 
profess to be hikers and yet their main 
ambition is to hop on to some car for 
a Hft. ,1 «, i'Mi 

Shut your eyes, dear reader, and 
visualize some pink-cheeked high 
school lad, in knickers, carrying 
a blanket. in a roll on his back, 
foully assaulting- this good Samar- 
itan who risked his life to give the 
wayfarer a lift. 

Perhaps the "bum" is the son 
of an editor every bit as respect- 
able as the editor who protests at 
being importuned for a lift. Per- 
haps the wretched hobo is himself 
an editor — as is the writer of this 
editorial, be it stated with pride. 

Misguided writers in all parts 
of the country have amused them- 
selves recently by publishing col- 
umns against the "hitch-hikers," 
ascribing to them all sorts of evil 
designs against the kind motor- 
ist. Yet 25 years ago, many of 
these grizzle-headed grouches 
would have enjoyed a lift from a 
passing buggy, and the driver of 
the old grey mare would not have 
searched the walking youth for a 
blackjack. 

In the city streets, the urchins 
begging lifts about town are un- 
mitigated pests, for they crowd 
into traffic where to pick them 
up would be a dangerous under- 
taking. But out on the country 
roads, where a driver has an op- 
portunity to "give his prospective 
guest the "once-over" before 
stopping, there is little reason for 
refusing the courtesy if there is 
room in the car. 



WHEN TABBY GOES INTO A SULK 

Not all persons, even among those 
who are particularly fond of ani- 
mals, fully appreciate, or under- 
stand, that quiet companion of our 
fireside, the good faithful old family 
cat. 

We hold no brief for the common 
back-fence, or alley, variety of cat, 
further than to say that they are 
more to be pitied than censured. If 
they had been given proper care and 
attention when they were young 
they would not be leading a life of 
strife and blood curdling, sleep dis- 
turbing yowls. 

The cat we wish to talk about is 
the quiet, dignified, constant com- 
panion who purrs and blinks and 
nods on our hearth. The compan- 
ion who shares our joys and sor- 
rows in .a silent, comfort-giving 
understanding sort of way. 

This boon companion is.mose re- 
sponsive to our every mood, when 
in good health, but is absolutely 
oblivious of our most kind efforts 
when ill. The Sphinx-like attitude 
of a sick cat makes the already suffi- 
ciently difficult task of establishing 
a diagnosis an almost impossible 
procedure. It requires the best ef- 
forts and the special training of the 
qualified veterinarian to arrive at a 
correct diagnosis and to prescribe 
an effective treatment. 

Probably the most serious dis- 
eases, or conditions, to be combated 
in cats are those due to, or associa- 
ted with, intestinal disorders. 

Cats, when removed from their 
accustomed surroundings, almost 
invariably become seriously ill, and 
for many years it was thought that 
this illness, with its attending high 
rate of mortality, was due to fright, 
grief, climatic conditions, close con- 
finement or some other condition 
equally as wide of the mark. 

We now know that these animals 
are so sensitive to changes in their 
surroundings, and usual mode of 
living, that a sudden or decided 
change is quite sufficient to cause 
serious trouble. For instance, it 
has been learned that a cat, deprived

CARNEY FRETFUL OVER 

REEMS OF PUBLICITY

Joe Copeland Then Maintains Secret 
and Discreet Silence. 
Magistrate Edward Carney, mili- 
tant campaigner against all sorts of 
things in his South Philadelphia 
bailwick, where he is seeking re- 
election, got himself reems of pub- 
licity in the daily papers this week 
when he ran afoul of the Lower 
Merion police. But he didn't seem 
to appreciate it much. 

The trouble all started when Mil- 
ton Rosenbaum, of Millbourne, a 
friend of Carney's, was arrested in 
Cynwyd with a party of six friends 
early Monday morning and charged 
by Police Sergeant Wilson with 
parking without lights and being 
under the influence of liquor.

Early in the morning they appear- 
ed with Magistrate Carney, who de- 
manded this and demanded that. 

Fol- 
lowed a hearing, then near fisticuffs 
with Squire Fred Walzer, of Nar- 
berth, who attended. Next came 
charges of all kinds and a declara- 
tion that warrants for the arrest of 
President William A. L. Barker, of 
the township commission ; Lieuten- 
ant Mullin, Deskman Mullin and 
Sergeant Wilson would be asked. 
All this consumed several days and 
much good front-page publicity. 

On the second day, after the hear- 
ing was held, Magistrate Carney 
drove out of Ardmore amid the 
mixed cheers and jeers of a crowd 
of several hundred curious.- He 
was accompanied by newspaper 
men.

both the School Board and Coun- 
cil at the same time will make the 
elections of more than ordinary 
interest: The re-organization of 
these two bodies will have to take 
into consideration the new blood, 
and a complete re-alignment of 
officerships and committees is 
certain.
